Khanh as a “dictator who creat­ 
ed disorder in order to stay in 
power.” 
He said he had received a 
message from Col. Pham Ngoc 
Thao asking that “ I get back to 
Saigon as soon as possible” to 
take over the government. 
The political convulsion—Sai­

Across-the-board increases of 
$25 per month for the next year 
for non-teaching employees at 
College of Marin were proposed 
to the trustees of Marin Junior 
College District last night. 
The proposal was submitted 
by the classified salary com­ 
mittee. which reported it made 
a survey of Bay Area colleges 
and local school districts and 
found that College of Marin was 
low in many categories. 
The committee noted that the 
increase could be achieved by 
moving each employee upward 
two (salary) ranges. 


It also asked the district for 
an hourly rate for an additional 
two and one-half hours service 
per week for office personnel 
whose positions call for a 40-hour 
week, and that the district pay 
for medical and hospital insur­ 
ance for the employees.

Trustees To Get Own Policy

With legal opinions split 2-2, 
trustees of the Marin Junior Col­ 
lege District decided last night 
to prepare their own p o l i c y 
statement regarding charging 
tuition to persons over 21 for 
regular academic classes.

A married couple, only 
one of whom qualifies as hav­ 
ing earned at least $600 in 
each of any 10 years may now 
qualify for special treatment. 


If you are married, both at 
least 65 years old and you file a 


each of any 10 years of your life, 
then the other one will be con­ 
sidered to have met the test and 
both will be considered to have 
retirement income. 
However, this retirement in­ 
come cannot exceed $2,286 for 
both and is computed in the spe­ 
cial section of your tax return 
form 1040. Schedule R. page 2, 
Part V-B alternative computa­ 
tion. 


If both taxpayers meet the 


earned income test and quali­ 
fy for the credit, the credits 
are computed separately for 
each, 
and 
combined 
on

joint return. 


Since California is a commu­ 
nity property state and one-half 
of all income earned by one 
spouse is attributed to the other, 
most married couples who have 
lived here for over 10 years will 
meet the test. 
You compute your retirement 
income credit on Schedule B. 
page 2. of Form 1040. The total 
credit for which you are eligible 
is reduced by any tax free pen­

Two streaking, revenge-bent 
Junior college basketball forces 
collide at College of M arin’s 
glittering new gymnasium in

Marin’s Tars, winners of their 
last 18 games, the longest streak 
in the state, battle the arch­ 
rival and ever-dangerous Santa 
Rosa Bear Cubs who have won 
their last six games.

Tip-off for tonight’s game is 
8 o’clock and M arin’s new gym 
is expected to be filled to its 
c a p a c i t y for the first time. 
Bleachers can hold 1,500 fans; 
another 400 or 500 folding chairs 
can be added if necessary. 
Admission is $1 for adults and 
50 cents for students. 
Each team has a score to 
settle with the other. Marin is 
still sm arting from a loss to 
Santa Rosa last March in a play- 
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off for a bid to the state tourney 
after they’d finished regular play 
as co-champs. 
Santa Rosa, likewise, would 
like to avenge two losses to 
Marin earlier this season—76-73 
in the GVC tourney and 94-77 on 


Jan. 15 in the regular conference 
schedule, the only blemish on 
Santa Rosa’s GVC record and 
the last loss for the Bear Cubs. 
Marin, whose 20-2 season rec­ 
ord is the best in California J.C. 
ranks, will be without the serv­ 


ices of two stars who were 
around for the previous victories 
over Santa Rosa—Brad Busch, 
whose eligibility has expired; 
and Barry Hachmyer, B rad’s re­ 
placement at mid-term who last 
week suffered a shoulder injury 
that will sideline him for the 
rest of the season. 


However, Riemcke says, “ I 
still feel we have the better 
team and 1 told the kids they’ll 
have to prove it tonight. We’ll 
have to play a good game to 
win.” 


Marin has played nothing but 
good games, it seems, judging 
by its sizzling 97-point, per game 
average o u t p u t , best in the 
school’s history and probably a 
conference record. Five times 


the Tars have cracked the 109- 
point atmosphere. 
This fast-break, fast-scoring 
offense should provide an inter­ 
esting contrast with a Santa 
Rosa team that takes pride in 
its defense and most likely will 
throw a full-court press at the 
Tars tonight.

College Puts 
Out Report On 
Flood Problems 


Corte Madera 
Creek Action 
Being Urged 


The College of Marin has pub­ 
lished a 12-page report graphic­ 
ally urging the need for flood 
control on the lower reaches of 
Corte Madera Creek. 
Copies of the report have been 
sent to California legislators in 
Washington, DC., and Sacra­ 
mento, as well as to the Army 
Corps of Engineers and numer­ 
ous Marin County public and 
private groups interested in the 
6.8-million-dollar project. 
Bay area headlines and photo­ 
graphs recapitulating the Ross 
Valley flood disaster of 1955 and 
outlining one area affected by 
the proposed Army flood control 
project are included in the open­ 
ing section of the report. This 
is followed by a map of the 
proposed project, and a sum­ 
mary of the area’s flood damage 
history, benefits to be gained 
through flood control work, and 
cost estimates. 
DATA DERIVED 
The data is derived from the 
Army, League of Women Voters 
of Central Marin, county agen­ 
cies and the press. 
The college report points out 
that the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors adopted a resolution 
Jan. 12 urging the Army to 
begin immediate construction of 
the flood control works in the 
downstream reaches passing 
through Kentfield, Larkspur and 
Corte Madera. 
Congressional committees last 
year voted $100.000 for plans on 
the overall watershed flood con­ 
trol project. 
Flood damage along the eight- 
mile channel averages $257.000 
annually, with four-fifths of it 
occurring in Ross. Kentfield and 
downstream, the report states. 
Erosion loss is estimated at an 
additional $60.000 a year. 
OVERALL PROJECT 
Monetary benefits of the over­ 
all project would exceed costs 
by a ratio of 1.4 to 1, the col­ 
lege report estimates. 
Tentative Army plans call 
for two large pumping installa­ 
tions at Granton Park upstream 
from the college. Nearly three- 
quarters of the entire watershed 
drains into Corte Madera Creek 
at this point, the report states. 
Part of the channel would be 
concrete-lined, part of it widened 
with earth embankments built 
up. Channel lining would also be 
done on parts of Tamalpais and 
unnamed creeks. 
The Army’s proposed improve­ 
ments upstream from the Ross 
city limits have not won en­ 
dorsement irom local agencies. 
Several have asked restudy, par­ 
ticularly objecting to proposals 
for concrete lining of the upper 
portions of the sireambed.

A new self-help organization for 
Negroes, unfolded by a Marin City pas­ 
tor last Sunday, hints at something 
rare in the long campaign by the Negro 
for proper recognition in American so­ 
ciety. 
The group is called the American 
Negro Enterprises. Among the goals 
announced by the new group, we de­ 
tect a new emphasis— that of attempt­ 
ing to “clean up our own back yards” 
and thus deserve acceptance as equals 
alongside other races. 
The Rev. Samuel L. Banks speaks of 
cash awards to persons giving informa­ 
tion leading to the arrest and convic­ 
tion of any person who has attacked 
another and for similar information on 
any person guilty of vandalism. 
Whether the accusation is justified 
or not. the Marin City population has 
been tagged with a reputation for 
“clamming up” when incidents are in­ 
vestigated by authorities. 
Justly or not, the general impression 
exists that vandalism and fights are 
more prevalent there than in the rest 
of the county. 
To counteract that image, the new 
organization seeks to encourage coop­ 
eration with law enforcement agencies 
and stricter discipline in their own be­ 
havior. 
The proposed 10:30 p.m. curfew for 
children under a certain age is also a 


step in the direction of combatting de­ 
linquency and lawlessness. 
The Reverend Banks reports that 
the parents’ self-imposed curfew on 
their children has already had a notice­ 
able effect in promoting peace and 
quiet in the community. 
All of these proposals strike us as 
sincere efforts to police their own com­ 
munity, improve their image, and en­ 
hance their social standing in the com­ 
munity. 
All are laudable goals. 
In this age, when too many are try­ 
ing too hard to grab power, prestige 
and personal rights with not enough 
thought to self-improvement and con­ 
tribution to the well-being of others, 
the new organization in Marin City 
strikes us as headed in the right direc­ 
tion. 
The statement attributed to the pas­ 
tor that those who do not belong to 
the organization should be relieved 
from their p r e s e n t employments 
sounds a bit extreme. 
We prefer to think the statement 
was made to emphasize a point and not 
to be taken too literally. 
We don’t presume to know how suc­ 
cessful the new organization will be, 
but the goals outlined at the outset are 
commendable. We hope this “new ap­ 
proach” in tackling a long-standing 
problem will prove to be an effective 
one.

THE CAMPAIGN by several 
legislators, notably Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley of San 
Rafael, to eliminate the politi­

WASHINGTON—There is a 
missing ingredient in Ameri­ 
can policy in Viet Nam. 


FROM EVERYTHING which 
has been said—and left un­ 
said—by the White House, the 
evidence 
is 
that 
President 
Lyndon B. Johnson intends to 
step up the retaliation enough 
to persuade North Viet Nam 
that the aggression will be too 
costly to continue, but wants 
to avoid intensifying it to the 
degree that it will lead to 
all-out war. 
The purpose: To bring North 
Viet Nam to accept a settle­ 
ment that would insure the 
independence of 
South Viet 
Nam, to which Hanoi pledged 
itself in 1954 and again in 
1962. 
Has this risky and delicate 
operation got any fair chance 
of success? 
It may have, but only if the 
missing ingredient 
is forth­ 
coming at the right time. 


THE 
MISSING 
ingredient, 
which, it seems to me, must 
accompany new 
air thrusts 
against North Viet Nam, is a 
major U. S. peace-offensive, to 
make it clear that we seek 
only an end to aggression, that 
we have no desire to inflict 
unnecessary blows, that our 
sole objective is a settlement 
mutually 
tolerable 
to 
both 
sides — whenever Hanoi will 
cease and desist. 
I am not talking about an 
appeasement-peace. There is 
no reason to believe the White 
House has any such thing in 
mind. 
But I am suggesting 
that, if the Johnson aim of a 
controlled 
expansion 
of 
the 
fighting as an essential per­ 
suader to Hanoi is to succeed, 
there must simultaneously be • 
a peace-offensive to convince 
Hanoi that it has a reasonably 
acceptable alternative to all- 
out war. 
More military action by it­ 
self could well bring unlimited 
expansion of the war. 
A peace-offensLe by itself 
could only bring an intolerable 
appeasement. 


Together they make sense— 
and could m ake headway to ­ 
ward the president’s goal. 
It is not likely that Ho Chi 
Minh and the Viet Cong would 
be persuaded by either war 
action or peace action alone. 
The reason is that Hanoi and 
Peking have long been con­ 
vinced that the U. S. would not 
have the will and the patience 
to hang on, that the South 
Vietnamese government was 
getting weaker, and that it 
would be foolish—for them —to 
give away at the conference 
table what they felt sure they 
were winning on the battle­ 
field. 


NO WONDER Ho Chi Minh 
has shown no interest in nego­ 
tiation. For months we ha?ve 
talked stronger than we have 
acted. We have warned—aihd 
done little. We have confertTd 
with ourselves—and done lit­ 
tle. Now we are beginning'to 
act more meaningfully. 
•* 
But to bring North Viet Nam 
to the conference table viill 
take more than the few fe- 
taliations we have lately made. 
It will undoubtedly take per­ 
sistent 
and 
heavy 
military 
pressure from the air and 
naval resources we have mo­ 
bilized in the area. If Ho Chi 
Minh is to be persuaded to 
accept anybody’s invitation to 
the conference table, it will 
have to be made clear that the 
only practical choice is be­ 
tween ending the war or suf­ 
fering widespread devastation. 
It is profoundly riskful to 
think we can expand the war 
in Viet Nam and control its 
expansion at the same time. 
We must do it with our eyes 
open. 
The only way this can be 
done with the least risk is to 
mount a peace-offensive which 
would make our purpose clear 
and credible to allies and ene­ 
mies alike. 


MY ASSUMPTION is that 
such plans are well advanced 
within the Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion and that the president is 
waiting for the proper time.

WASHINGTON — The Mos- 
cow-Peking asking price for a 
settlement in South Viet Nam 
is a lot higher than either U. S. 
or Communist 
officials 
are 
indicating in their public state­ 
ments. 


THE ARE SHOOTING for 
an over-all Asian settlement 
that would include the with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops and 
military advisers from South 
Korea, South Viet Nam and 
Formosa, and a complete re­ 
vamping of the United Nations. 
These are the major Soviet 
demands presented to Ambas­ 
sador Foy Kohler during his 
backstage conferences in Mos­ 
cow with high-level Russian 
officials. 
Kohler has startled U.S. au ­ 
thorities by reporting that the 
Soviet leaders are acting as if 
they hold most of the trum p 
cards in the South Viet Nam 
conflict. 
He has stressed that the 
Russians appear in no hurry 
to accept President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s private pleas for a 
Geneva-type conference until 
the U.S. agrees to their de­ 
mands for a wider Asian set­ 
tlement with advance conces­ 
sions. 
This tough Moscow stand is 
based on Soviet knowledge that 
the President is committed to 
a 
political 
conference, 
and 
that the Viet Cong have the 
power to give the U. S. a real 
bloody nose in South Viet Nam

the north. 
“ As long as they know in 
advance the U. S. will attend a 
conference under almost any 
circum stances,” wrote one in­ 
telligence expert in a report 
critical of present U. S. policy,

ers agree to a meeting while 
their Viet Cong agents are 
winning in South Viet Nam'“ ’ 
Intelligence authorities a rt 
warning that the Russians plan 
to open a second guerrilla 
front in South Korea, where 
clandestine Communist activi­ 
ties have been increasing. 


ALTHOUGH the policy-mak­ 
ers disagree, the intelligence 
experts link Prem ier Alexei 
Kosygin’s stopover in North 
Korea to the Moscow-Peking 
pressure on President Johnson 
for a broader conference. 
Since the U. S. has nearly 
50.000 combat troops in South 
Korea, any new behind-the- 
lines 
or 
frontal 
military 
actions by the North Korean 
Communists could trigger a 
situation as explosive as that 
in South Viet Nam. 


IN LIGHT OF these ominous 
developments, intelligence ex­ 
perts contend that President 
Johnson’s strike - for - strike 
raids into North Viet Nam are 
no substitute for a policy that 
would force Moscow to end its 
support 
of 
local 
“ wars 
of 
destruction.” 
As long as the president 
makes no effort to use U. S. 
economic, diplomatic or mili­ 
tary pressure to penalize tha 
Russians for their arm s traffic, 
intelligence 
warns, 
the 
ad­ 
vance of communism cannot 
be turned back. 


IN KEEPING THE Soviet 
leaders 
informed 
on 
U. S. 
military intentions in bombing 
North Viet Nam, the president 
is following a policy prepared 
by Dr. Walt Rostow, chairm an 
of the State Departm ent’s pol­ 
icy planning staff: 
“ To avoid or minimize crises

The other day we went to 
gee the captain without a ship. 
Capt. David Edwards, re­ 
tired Navy man, was in his 
den next to his barometer.

Meningitis made headlines l a s t 
year when it became so prevalent at 
Fort Ord that olficials closed the 
doors to new trainees.

According 
to the Morbidity and Mortality Week­ 
ly Report, 25 per cent of the healthy 
recruits harbored the causative men­ 
ingococci on entering the camp; 80 
per cent were carriers by the 
seventh week. 
Meningococcal meningitis al­ 
ways is with us but tends to oc­ 
cur in epidemic proportions ev­ 
ery five to 10 years. The germ 
can be found in the nose and 
throat of 90 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation during periods of h i g h 
incidence.

Justice Three-Way 
In Rocky Old Vermont 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPD-Ver- 
mont has a unique tradition by 
which laymen make certain they 
control those “gol-durn judges.” 


It is the assistant judge sys­ 
tem, and Its m e m b e r s are 
known as side judges. This is 
because they flank the superior 
court judge in eases tried in 
county courts. 


When Vermont joined the 
original 13 colonies, it carried 
with it a deep distrust of the 
British judicial system. Al­ 
though 
the 
s y s t e m 
was 
adopted, it was saddled with 
some strict reservations that 
have never been discarded. 


To be a side judge in Ver­ 
mont. you don’t have to qualify 
as a lawyer you don’t have to 
be a man and you don’t even 
have to know who Louis Nizer 
is. 


The closest thing to a require­ 
ment is that you should be some­ 
what advanced in years. 
For it is mainly retired folk 
who get elected. There are two 


in each of Vermont’s 14 coun­ 
ties. 


Flanking the superior judge, 
the side judges pose a prob­ 
lem. Vermont law states non­ 
jury cases must be settled by 
the three judges and the lay­ 
men can overrule—and some­ 
times do—the decision of the 
trained jurist. 


The side judges act as a buff­ 
er to the ‘ book-larncd judges”— 
and often speak up when the 
superior judge exercises what 
they feel just isn’t good, com­ 
mon, country horse-sense. 
There has been some talk of 
getting rid of the side judges, 
but it would take a constitu­ 
tional amendment — passing 
two straight legislature and a 
public referendum — to do so. 
They will likely be around for 
the next 170 years just as they 
were for the first. 
As a grizzled old farmer said 
recently: ’’Get rid of the side 
judges? Why, what would old 
Luke do if he couldn’t play 
around the courthouse?”

She Makes Gaudy Ribbons 
For Horse, Animal Shows 


TAMPA, Fla. </P—When Mrs. 
Marie Howe says “ We’re making 
the show,” she means the com­ 
pany she owns is making rib­ 
bons for horse shows throughout 
the country. 
Largest of these is the Tenne- 
see Walking Horse National Cel­ 
ebration at Shelbyville, which 
uses 800 to 900 ribbons. 
“It takes us three days to do 
the 
Shelbyville 
show,” 
Mrs. 
Howe explains. Some of the ros­ 
ettes can be made in advance 
and kept in stock. 
“I have worked all night to 
get out orders,” she said. “No 
show ever failed to get the rib­ 
bons on time.” 
Mrs. Howe has three women 
helpers, and five more who use 


their sewing machines at home. 


A hot stamp machine press uses 
gold or other color foil for the 
printing on the ribbons. 
Ordering is a bit unusual. A 
program of events is sent to 
Mrs. Howe and she figures the 
number of ribbons needed. 
For convenience of show offi­ 
cials, 
individual 
boxes 
are 
marked with the performance 
ribbons they contain; for in­ 
stance, 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
show would have a box of its 
own. 
“ 1 ship four orders a year to 
the Air Force Academy for horse 
shows,” she said. 
Her ribbons also are used at 
cat and dog shows and athletic 
events.
